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NO CASE FOR BUILDING CONTROLS 


HE possibility of a return to building licensing has been canvassed on a 
number of occasions since the Government began its fight against inflation 
some time ago. As early as February of this year, there were demands in the 
House of Commons for the reimposition of control, and although the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer rejected these demands he made it clear that he had not 
ruled out the possibility of control. In June, in reply to demands for control 
from both sides of the House, the Chancellor said that he had still not ruled out 
of his thoughts a return to building controls as a weapon of economic policy. 
National building policy was mentioned in the House on more than one occasion 
in July, but since then the recess has for the time being put a stop to Pasrlia- 
mentary pressure for a resumption of licensing. It will scarcely be surprising 
if the matter is taken up again when Parliament reassembles in October. In 
the meantime, the Trades Union Congress at its annual meeting earlier this 
month passed a strongly worded resolution urging vigorous control of building 
for private profit and for speculation. 


How reasonable are these demands for a return to control ? It must be 
admitted that until recently new building was being put in hand too quickly 
with the result that the industry was being overloaded. The cuts in Govern- 
ment and local authority building coupled with the credit squeeze have slowed 
down the starting of new projects with beneficial results for the industry. The 
effect of this is well illustrated by the school building programme. The starting 
of new schools has been authorised at the same rate as last year—£55 million. 
This was too much of a load last year and led to a lengthening of the time taken 
to build, but the Government evidently consider that it is feasible to maintain 
the same rate this year because of the general reduction in other building work. 
The Minister of Education recently claimed that there were already signs that 
work on school building sites was proceeding faster, so that it may well be that 
the Government’s policy is proving successful. 


These results have, of course, been achieved without the introduction of 
licensing. There are, however, those who would go further than merely reduc- 
ing the overload on the industry. Some MPs evidently wish to restrict building 
activity as a means of combating the general state of inflation in the national 
economy. Thus, in the Commons debate of June 12, Mr. Harold Wilson said 
that, in spite of the Chancellor’s measures, there was still ‘an overload in the 
national economy which was caused in part by inessential building.’ Sir 
Robert Boothby, in the same debate, said that ‘in the existing difficult situation 
it was not justifiable to continue with such things as offices, dwellinghouses 
and petrol pumps without any limit whatever.’ Neither Mr. Wilson nor Sir 
Robert Boothby made his meaning as plain as he might have done, but the 
implication of their remarks seems to be that fewer men and less materials 
should be employed on building work. The idea presumably is to divert men 
and raw materials to other industries. That no doubt is also the explanation 
of the Chancellor’s reference to the possibility of using building controls as 
‘a weapon of economic policy.’ 


Such a policy would in our view be a disaster both for the industry and the 
country. The building industry is not a kind of economic concertina which 
can be expanded or contracted according to the state of the national economy. 
Men who leave the industry for other employment may not come back later 
on, and years of skill and training will have been wasted. Even if they do 
return, there is an inevitable loss of efficiency. The output of a building 
operative is not dependent solely on his own skill and efforts; productive 
efficiency depends to an important extent on forming men into teams which keep 
together. One of the difficulties which confronted contractors after the war 
was the loss of their experienced building teams; this difficulty ought not to be 
imposed on contractors again. Moreover, the still unsatisfied demand for 


-essential buildings of all kinds is such that a reduction in the size of the industry 


ought only to be contemplated in the gravest of emergencies. 
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Some of the pressure for a return to controls, however, springs from rather 
different causes. The Trades Union Congress, for instance, do not wish 
apparently to reduce the amount of building activity; the resolution calling for 
vigorous control of private building also asks for more house-building. In this 
general approach, the TUC probably have the sympathy of a great number of 
people who may not share the political prejudices expressed in the resolution 
but who are concerned that the available resources of building labour and 
materials should be devoted to the most important classes of work. There has, 
for instance, been some very natural criticism of the amount of office building 
which is apparently going on at a time when the building of houses and other 
social work has been curtailed. Moreover, many people must be wondering 
whether the Government have chosen the best method for dealing with the 
situation. Whereas local authority housing and other public work can be 
readily controlled by the Government without recourse to licensing, the only 
method so far adopted for controlling private building has been the credit 
squeeze and other financial pressures. 

Unfortunately, it is a little too early as yet to judge how far this method has 
been really effective. The effect of a fall in decisions to build takes some time 
to reveal itself; the industry is protected both by its long period of production 
and by the fact that it has been overloaded. Our next quarterly analysis of 
trends—due in a few weeks’ time—may throw a good deal more light on what is 
actually happening. Until then, it would certainly be rash to assume that the 
credit squeeze is not having a substantial effect on private building. Indeed, 
the coming winter may show that, so far from being ineffective, the Govern- 
ment’s method has been a little too drastic; in other words, we may 
see unemployment developing in the industry, in which case a return to building 
licensing would be a somewhat academic issue. 

In any event, there are several other reasons why a return to building licensing 
would be undesirable. In the first place, its effects are not likely to be more 
than marginal. The amount of office building and other miscellaneous private 
work is very much less than seems to be generally supposed. 

The Chancellor told the House of Commons in February that more than 
90 per cent of the building programme was for houses and factories. On this 
basis there can be little need for licensing to ensure that our building resources 
are really devoted to essential needs. Second, building licensing is a clumsy 
expedient. As we have already observed, measures to delay the starting of 
new buildings necessarily take some time to be’ effective. Finally, 
we would observe that much of the new miscellaneous private building which 
has been started during the last two or three years is the aftermath of the years 
of strict control which started in 1940 and went on for 12 or 13 years. A re- 
imposition of licensing now would be likely to cause similar effects in due course. 

We hope, therefore, that the Government will continue to resist the campaign 
for licensing. In the last two or three years the building trade has shown what 
it can do in all fields of construction when it is given a chance. To put the 
industry back into a strait jacket would be nothing short of disastrous. 


RELIEF AT OXFORD 


R. SANDYS’ decision to reject Oxford City Council’s proposal to build 
two relief roads, one north and the other south of the city, in favour of a 
new road through Christ Church Meadow and the closing of Magdalen Bridge 
to traffic may receive greater support in Oxford than at first appears. It should 
be recognised that no solution which meets the twin needs of traffic relief and 
amenity preservation stands any chance of general acceptance in University 
circles, but it is likely that a consensus of opinion, while having great sympathy 
for Christ Church and Merton College, the principal sufferers, would agree 
that the Minister’s decision is, in all. the circumstances, a right one, with a 
possible reservation that the extension of Rose-lane to link up with the new road 
may in part defeat the intention of the closure of Magdalen Bridge by allowing 
traffic to filter into the High-street. — 

No one will feel that Christ Church is being merely parochial-minded in 
making strenuous objections; the view from Broad-walk south to the tree-fringed 
river line is one of the great beauties of Oxford, and this will be necessarily 
impaired very greatly by the proposed road; the Memorial Garden will also be 
lost. But no real alternative to the City Council’s scheme, which offers the 
worst of two worlds, has been put forward. 

There is little to be said for Lord Cherwell’s call for a Royal Commission to 
investigate the traffic problem. There has been full investigation already, and 
there is little that such a commission could do, other than act as a delaying 
agent. Energies, we believe, can now best be directed towards ensuring that 
the proposed road is sited and landscaped in the best way possible.

ABS Report 


THE GOOD worK done by the Architects’

who contribute their time to the duties 
of the various committees. and the 
Report states that 121 cases were helped 
during 1955, 19 of whom were applying 
for the first time.

Anglo-Saxon Finds at Yeavering 


MINISTRY OF WORKS excavations at 
Yeavering, near Wooler, Northumber- 
land, have yielded some important dis- 
coveries relating to Anglo-Saxon times. 
They throw new light on life in the Dark 
Ages, covering a period from about 
550 AD, shortly after the coming of the 
first Anglo-Saxon invaders, to about 
633 AD when King Edwin was defeated 
by Penda of Mercia and Cadwallon of 
North Wales.

PROPOSED EXHIBITION GALLERY, EDINBURGH 


Scheme which Preserves a Celebrated View 


OR many years Edinburgh has lacked 
an Exhibition Gallery where import- 
ant visiting displays of contemporary art, 
current shows of internationally famous 
living artists, and contemporary native 
artists’ work, as well as exhibitions of in- 
dustrial art, furniture, and so on, may be 
shown. Neither the National Gallery nor 
the RSA Galleries fulfil this need. 
Accordingly, the Princes Street Gallery 
project here illustrated, for which Mr. 
Alan Reiach, ARIBA, AMTPI, is the 
architect, has been put forward as a solu- 
tion to the problem in the hope that it 
will meet with the general approval of 
those concerned with the future of the 
Arts in Edinburgh, a city now inter- 
nationally famous as a Festival Centre. 


It would seem desirable, says Mr. 
Reiach, that any new gallery should be 
in a central and commanding position 
and at the same time be closely associated 
with the present RSA and National Gal- 
lery Buildings. The site proposed, as 
can be seen in the illustrations, makes 
possible such a grouping and creates a 
third addition to what should be, in effect, 
the principal art centre of the city. 


Great care has been taken to avoid 
disturbing the celebrated view of Edin- 
burgh from East Princes Street Gardens. 
By planning the building below the level 
of the roadway, the famous silhouette is 
maintained and the National and RSA 
Galleries given a more formalised ter- 
raced base than now exists with the pre- 
sent indeterminate grass embankments. 
The building would create a series of 
stepped garden terraces. 


Access to the building would be from 
the present roadway between the 
National and RSA Galleries. Cloaks 


deposit and an information counter are 
planned in the entrance foyer from which 
a stair leads directly down to the upper 
gallery level. This comprises three gal- 
leries in parallel all capable of sub- 
division by movable screens. The front 
gallery, side lit, overlooks the gardens 
to the east and would be used primarily 
for sculpture, objects in the round, furni- 
ture, etc. The others, top lit, would be 
for pictures. The stairway continues 
directly down from this floor to the lower 
gallery level. This is similar in arrange- 
ment to the gallery above with the excep- 
tion that one gallery, artificially lit, would 
be for storage purposes. 


Reducing Glare 


By facing east, the great windows, 
overlooking the gardens, would avoid 
direct sun for the greater part of the day, 
the overhanging terraces preventing sum- 
mer sun from penetrating and at the same 


- time reducing glare. On this lower gallery 


level are the curator’s suite, packing 
rooms and mechanical plant space. 


Heating would be either by electricity 
or gas-fired boilers. The building would 
be air-conditioned throughout, thus seal- 
ing it from atmospheric _ pollution. 
Natural lighting is both from top and side 
lights, depending on the objects to be dis- 
played. 


Construction is reinforced concrete 
framework, slab flooring and roof deck- 
ing, etc. Infilling panel walls and double- 
glazed metal windows are provided. The 
external cladding is of thin slabs of grey 
granite or fine freestone to harmonise 
with the existing galleries. The overall 
cost of the building is estimated at 
£160,000. 
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Leeds School of Architecture 


TuE Leeds School of Architecture and 
Town Planning, which this year is cele- 
brating its Jubilee, has arranged an inter- 
esting series of public functions for this 
autumn, which the Head of the School, 
Mr. F. Chippindale, FRIBA, hopes archi- 
tects and others will attend.

On 
November 13, Professor Sir Albert 
Richardson, PRA, will be present at a 
meeting to be held at the City Art Gallery. 


IAAS Year Book 


A FEATURE of the recently issued Year 
Book, 1956, of the Incorporated Associ- 
ation of Architects and Surveyors, pub- 
lished from 29, Be'grave-square, SWi, 
is the inclusion of a new and up-to-date 
catalogue of the books in the Associ- 
ation’s library. The register of members 
follows generally the lines of that in the 
1954 Year Book, being divided into four 
sections: honorary members, fellows, 
associates and licentiates, graduates and 
students, and retired members. Member- 
ship of committees and branches is listed. 


Development in Lagos 


THE LaGos EXECUTIVE BOARD, created 
in 1928 for the primary purpose of deal- 
ing with the redevelopment of part of 
Lagos because of its overcrowded and 
insanitary conditions, has just issued its 
annual report for 1955-6, which shows 
the excellent work it continues to do. 
During the year it handled 3,500 planning 
and building applications and had in 
hand schemes for development or re- 
development of land and/or erection of 
buildings to provide about 4,000 houses 
and 300 acres of commercial and indus- 
trial estate development to a value of 
£10,000,000. The report includes a key 
map of Lagos Township showing the 
allocation of the Board’s schemes, 
together with illustrations of factories, 
houses and other recently erected build- 
ings, also some views of slums that have 
to be dealt with. Mr. J. W. Henderson, 
BSc, MICE, MTPI, etc., is the chief 
executive officer. Messrs. G. A. Hans- 
comb, FRICS, of London and Lagos, 
are the quantity surveyors for all schemes. 
The report is published in Lagos at 1s.

ee designs for the houses on the Ifield 

Estate, Crawley New Town, have been 
produced by Wates’ Architects Department, 
and have been largely influenced by the 
company’s experience in America. The 
ground floors of the ‘Amberley’ houses 
have a spacious ‘L’ shaped living room. 
Three large hot water radiators are fitted 
to supplement the open grate fire in this 
room. The radiators are served by a boiler 
in the kitchen. The warmth from these 
radiators circulates through natural convec- 
tion up the central staircase to give back- 
ground warmth upstairs. 

The kitchen is large, well appointed and 
planned. Built-in equipment includes a 
stainless steel sink unit with Formica topped 
drainers, cupboards under and a range of 
cupboards over, an in-built refrigerator (at 
eye level) with a ventilated store cupboard 
above. An electric clock is also standard. 

The ground floors throughout and the floor 
in the bathroom are finished in Marley 
thermoplastic tiles laid to patterns to choice. 
Kitchen and bathroom walls are tiled with 
Marley plastic wall tiles. An additional 
feature in the bathrooms is the provision of 
a mirror fronted cabinet. 

Doors throughout are flush faced, those on 
the ground floor being in self finished 
plywood veneers. Most windows will be 
fitted with pélmet boards. Upstairs there 
are three bedrooms, bathroom, and separate 
w.c. Each bedroom has a built-in wardrobe 
cupboard. A built-in garage forms part of 
the design of all houses on this estate. All 
houses will be sold on a freehold basis at 
prices in the range £3,350/£3,550 inclusive 
of road, paving and legal costs.

is sited close to the bottom of the hill on the main 
London Road leading into Maidstone. The building, 
occupying a frontage of 135 ft. and of an irregular depth 
varying from 75 ft. to 140 ft. was divided into three 45-ft. 
chords, with 12-in. wide edge and valley beams over the 
entire spans and 9-in. thick diaphragms supporting the 
shells of 23 in. thickness. 


Due to the heavy vehicular traffic on a considerable 
amount of hardcore filling and the necessity of accommo- 
dating a network of underfloor heating coils, the floor had 
to be adequately durable, impervious, dustproof, and 
reasonably insulated against undue heat loss. A 4-in. 
layer of concrete reinforced with steel fabric was laid on 
power rolled hardcore filling and left to provide a working 
platform for the scaffolding. This sub-floor was then 
scrubbed and treated with ‘ Synthaprufe ’ emulsion to form 
a damp-proof membrane and covered with a 3-in. thickness 
of fine concrete, laid in alternate bays, each not exceeding 

The main entrance is flanked by 150 ft. sup. and topped with cement and granite rendered 
glass brick panels, display windows _dustproof by twice treating the set surface with solution 
and vehicle entrances _ Of silica of soda.

Artificial illumination is provided by Crompton Perma- 
white twin 5-ft. fluorescent fittings with New Warm White 
tubes direct on the soffit of the shell barrels to maintain 
an average intensity of 15 ft. candles at 2 ft. from floor 
level. The average height of fittings is 25 ft. Galvanised 
tubing was embedded in the concrete shells and all junction 
boxes are accessible from both outside and inside the 
building. 

A continuous system of trunking at low level completely 
encircles the building from which all the services spring. 

Space heating is provided by under-floor heating coils 
laid in sections with isolating valves. The oil-fired boiler 
equipment consists of a Nu-way automatic oil burner 
unit operating on 200 seconds fuel oil. In addition to the 
normal Satchwell thermostatic controls a weather 
compensator was used to govern the fuel consumption. 

Brickwork is of dark grey Lunsford 2% facings in 
gauged mortar with struck pointing. The exposed 
concrete fascias and soffits of the shells and continuous 
canopies were white enamelled, walls and ceilings inside 
display windows are oyster colour and the collapsible 
sliding shutter doors of vehicular entrances are painted 
midnight blue.

Modern Shop Windows 


To the north of the river, and within 
the lines of the old fortifications, the old 
town is still nearly complete. Cobbled 
st'eets and widely overhung mansard 
eaves Or sometimes even complete top 
storeys, with fountains at many of the 
stieet corners, form the predominant 
pattern, the charm of which does not 
prevent the Swiss putting in very modern 
shop windows; in fact, they do not 
appear to think of doing otherwise. The 
completeness of this centre is made 
possible by a wide by-pass road round 
the north side of the town, separated 
from the walls by a wide green margin 
along which are spaced the museum, 
theatre and other civic buildings which 
terminate on the west side with the new 
Kantonal Bank. 

This building was designed by Prof. 
W. Dunkel (Zurich) and was completed 
in November, 1954. Externally the build- 
ing is restrained to the point of becoming 
dull, but the quality of materials and 
workmanship is excellent throughout. It 
is a completely rectangular building of 
three storeys with a basement 3 ft. above 
normal ground level. The area of 
exposed wall of the basement is further 
increased by a wide shallow excavation 
planted with flowering shrubs and 
bridged by the two entrance stairs on 
opposite ends of the building. The win- 
dows of each facade are contained in 
structural bays by projected rectangular 
section metal trims to the full height of 
the building. Between the windows of 
each frame are granite-faced soffit panels. 
This design motif is repeated five times 
or the front elevation and only broken 
b\ the entrance lobby with its projecting 
caiopy and wide flight of steps. The 
gr )und-floor windows are protected by a 
se ies of grey-painted metal grilles with 
he ivy section vertical bars, and at night 
a similar grille slides up across the 
er rance lobby from the basement below. 
Bi ween the projected metal surrounds 
th frame concrete has been shuttered 
w h hardboard, and the very fine finish 
ot ained has been painted a light apple 
gr en. The entrance canopy appears to 
be constructed of silver anodised 
al ninium, and the stair guard rail also,

with the handrail a polished satin brass. 

The two-storey rectangular block con- 
tains a large central area, the ground 
floor of which is occupied by the main 
banking hall. Above this, a large roof 
garden containing two rows of flowering 
shrubs and a grassed area is hung from 
the side building by steel tension rods, 
this novel form of construction providing 
an unrestricted floor space beneath. Top 
lighting is obtained from between the 
sides of the hanging garden and the walls 
of the support buildings. As one mounts 
the main curving stair to the first floor 
landing, the hanging garden becomes 
visible through an_ unrestricted plate- 
glass window area. Professor Dunkel’s 
winning design in the international com- 
petition for the Baghdad bank seems a 
natural successor to this building in 
Solothurn. 


Pleasant Asymmetry 


In contrast to the severity of the Bank 
building the new headquarters for the 
Forest Managers’ Association on the east 
side of the town is a pleasant building 
asymmetrically balanced about a central 
entrance. Every effort has been made to 
provide a dignified building presenting 
many of the different uses of wood. 

The site levels have been such that the 
building has a two-storey front and three- 
storey rear elevation. Much of the 
external woodwork had to be painted to 
meet the planning requirements of the 
residential area in which the building 
stands. A light grey-green colouf has 
been used, the framing lines of the build- 
ing being a grey-rendered finish and the 
roof a light-brown pantile. The entrance 
has. been constructed of natural finished 
wood, and inside also there is a great 
variety of wood wall, floor and ceiling 
finishes. Windows have been set in panels 
projected 2 in. proud of the main walls 
and alternated with boarded panels pro- 
jected in a similar manner to provide a 
regular overall pattern. The architects 
for the building were Steiger and 
Triidinger (St. Gallen). 

The Weissenstein and the wide, fast- 
flowing river Aare are the two dominant 
natural features of Solothurn. We spent 
an enjoyable day on the Weissenstein 
ascending the steepest part by chair lift. 
It offered a splendid view over Solothurn 
and across the valley of the Aare south 
to distant snow-covered mountain peaks 
which seemed to stand like a backcloth 
over a second horizon of mist. 
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A Spectacular Gorge 


Leaving Solothurn we travelled down 
through Bern and Thun to a camp 
beyond Spiez overlooking the lake. The 
cycle-ways into Thun are excellently 
planned, occasionally leaving the road- 
side and passing through fields and woods 
and finally making a completely separate 
entry into the town. Later we passed 
through Meiringen and, dispatching all 
our baggage to Zurich, rode over the 
Grinsel and Furka passes into Ander- 
matt. We were still following the course 
of the Aare, but this time it poured its 
rain-swollen waters through narrow 
gorges and down falls. The most spec- 
tacular is the Aareschlutz Gorge, where 
narrow catwalks are cantilevered from 
sheer rock faces in the gorge and the 
turbulent water tears at the sides of 
restricted passages beneath. It is difficult 
to relate these angry passages with the 
placid expanses of green water held 
behind the dams at the head of the pass. 
It is very strenuous crossing the passes 
and exhilarating to freewheel for mile 
after mile down from Andermatt into 
Altdorf and to cycle easily by the lake- 
sides to Zug. 


An Interesting Church 


Zug is a lakeside town in the middle of 
a very rapid expansion. Buildings are 
being erected everywhere and present 
some very strange contrasts. One of the 
most interesting of the new buildings is 
the church of Nikolaus von Flire 
designed by Hanns Brutzh (Zug) and 
dedicated on September 2, 1956, the 
Sunday before our arrival. The church 
has an octagonal plan with free-standing 
bell tower. There is a large car-park 
from which a footpath gives access to a 
wide macadam forecourt in front of the 
church and having a commanding view 
over the Zugersee. Two small projecting 
entrance lobbies are placed symmetrically 
on either side of a plain west wall, and 
set in a panel of clear glazed concrete 
window units. Inside, the floor is raked 
with crescent rows of pews down to the 
flat area of the altar. Possibly due to 
lack of money, the walls remain in 
undecorated rendering and the floor a 
carborundum concrete finish, while the 
altar itself is three great uncut blocks of 
stone. The irregular-shaped octagonal 
roof panels are faced with flush-finished 
boarding of a natural yellow colour from 
which hang a pattern of small light 
fittings, hung on white cords passed 
through holes in the boards. 

Outside, the only planting consists of 
large beds of a dark-green leaved shrub 
which did not add to the appearance of 
the building as does the mixed planting 
used elsewhere. It is when it is absent 
that one realises how much the careful 
site work and planting adds to the 
delight of Swiss building. We were to 
see more of this in Zurich, to which we 
now made our way.

HIS Abbey Church for the Benedictine Community at Worth Priory has been designed to accommodate 

50 monks, 260 boys from the preparatory school run by the community and 150 seats for the public. 

Side chapels have been provided for the individual masses said by the monks. It is to be built in reinforced 

concrete construction finished externally with 2 in. stone facing. The dome is to be covered with super- 

purity aluminium. Heating is to be by low pressure radiant coils embedded in the floor, the hot water 

heated by an oil-fired boiler. Internal walls will be finished with white plaster, colour and decoration being 

supplied by four large stained glass windows and the lantern. The foundations will have to be piled. The 

total cost is estimated to be in the region of £250,000, including furnishings, organ, stained glass and so on. 
The two large domes will be finished internally with mosaic. The total floor area is about 14,000 sq. ft.

Elemental Bills : Bristol City 
Architect’s Report 
To the Editor of The Builder 


Sj IR,—May I comment on two matters 

referred to in your last issue (a) the 
question of elemental bills for quantities 
(p.492), (b) the report of the Bristol City 
architect (p.474). 

In connection with (a), I would ask 
all those people who give this matter 
any thought at all to realise that as yet 
no advocates for this type of bill have 
been reported amongst private quantity 
surveyors, i.e., men who have to earn 
a living by providing a better or more 
acceptable service than their competitors. 
Indeed, none of the speakers at the meet- 
ing proposed at the Building Centre on 
October 24 can claim to be at all 
representative of the profession. The 
reasons why no support from private 
quantity surveyors is forthcoming are 
perhaps not numerous but they are very 
cogent and certainly include the follow- 
ing: 

1. There is no information which 
can be given by an elemental bill which 
cannot be produced by a quantity 
surveyor on request ; 


2. They are no real help to cost 
analysis as costs vary between locali- 
ties and even sites in the same locality ; 


3. They take longer and are there- 
fore more costly to produce and they 
also cost more for lithography. Does 
the client appreciate having to pay 
more for nothing of benefit to him ? ; 
and 


4. They nullify the greater skill of 
experienced takers-off. 

I could write much on this subject but 
can best sum up by saying that as it is 
the quantity surveyor’s function to advise 
on cost, surely the manner in which he 
gains his knowledge and arrives at his 
decisions is his own concern! Would 
architects and contractors take kindly to 
agitation from quantity surveyors to 
produce their drawings in a different 
manner or even for complete details 
before taking off and to programme a 
contract to suit the quantity surveyor’s 
convenience ? I am of the opinion that 
a private quantity surveyor knows best 
how to run his own business. 

In connection with the second matter, 
would the Bristol City architect, or for 
that matter any city or county archi- 
tect tell us: 

(1) How the final and tender cost 
for contracts dealt with by his quantity 
surveying staff compare with similar 
figures for the same type of contract 
dealt with by outside surveyors ; and 

(2) How he proposes to overcome 
the disadvantage of the restricted 
opportunities of his staff for gaining 
experience of and keeping up to date 
with building materials and methods ? 
This matter is not of course peculiar 

to Bristol, but applies to all quantity 
surveyors in municipal employment. 
Instead of the opportunities of unlimited 
practice for at least three firms of 
architects, they are restricted to muni- 
cipal buildings (very largely only schools, 
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houses and flats) for one architect, the 
chief.

To rely 
unduly on experience may be to under- 
value freshness and originality of 
approach. Those responsible for setting 
up schemes of registration do not pretend 
to offer more than a guarantee that a 
registered individual has the necessary 
technical qualifications. What use he 
makes of those qualifications depends 
upon himself as an individual.

Vermiculite Concrete 
To the Editor of The Builder 


&IR,—In your issue of September 7 you 

reproduce two new Digests issued by 
the Building Research Station on the 
‘Sound Insulation of Dwellings.’ In the 
article under the heading ‘ Light weight 
concrete screeds’ on page 415, reference 
is made to the strength of light weight 
screeds and the tendency for the dense 
toppings to curl, and hence to crack 
under load. ‘Very light, aerated, or 
vermiculite concrete are, therefore, un- 
suitable.’ 
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We should like to point out that wide 
experience on the use of vermiculite 
floor screeds has shown that in fact 
vermiculite screeds are perfectly strong 
enough to restrain the tendency of tie 
dense toppings to curl and hence to crak 
under load, always provided that tie 
recommendations of the exfoliator sup- 
plying the vermiculite are adhered to )n 
the site. 

Without going into great detail, tie 
universally accepted specification calls | or 
vermiculite screeds to be laid in bi ys 
and that the toppings be laid as dry as 
possible compatible with good wo k- 
ability as soon as possible after ‘1e 
screeds have been put down and in any 
event on the same day. The topp ig 
should be a 1:4 cement/sand mix us: 1g 
clean, sharp sand. If these recommen: a- 
tions are followed we feel confident t. at 
no trouble such as is suggested in the B tS 
Digest will be experienced. 

We would mention the Building 
Research Station have recently conduc.ed 
an investigation into vermiculite concr-te 
roof and floor screeds on behalf of The 
Association of Vermiculite Exfoliators, 
Ltd. We should like to quote a pertinent 
extract from the conclusions: ‘The 1:4 
cement/sand topping used throughout 
the tests gave no trouble with cracking 
and curling. As made here, with a clean, 
well graded aggregate, and a water con- 
tent as low as possible consistent with 
ease of placing and finishing, its use 
would be expected to minimise the risk 
of defects arising from drying shrinkage. 
Laying of the topping after the vermicu- 
lite has hardened is not advised.’ 

It would seem to us, therefore, that 
provided the material is used according 
to established specification the vermicu- 
lite concrete screeds are most suitable 
for floor construction, where its excellent 
qualities are called for.

bee new pavilion has been built for St. Catherine’s 

Society, the home students’ society in the University 
of Oxford. The ground is in the University Parks area 
and access is by an unmade road which runs along the 
south side of the ground. It was not difficult to keep the 
building near to the road and at the same time orientate 
it to face northwards across the playing fields. 

A number of considerations suggested the use of a pre- 
fabricated timber structure. Various types were con- 
sidered, including complete standard pavilions and 
types employing standard structural units for wall, roof 
beams, etc. The ‘Mod-X System’ being finally chosen, 
the plan had to be worked out on a 3 ft. 4 in. grid, the 
roof pitch had to conform to two or three possible angles, 
and heights had to be multiples of 4 in. The large end 
gable window and the sliding doors to the verandah 
were special units detailed by the architects, constructed 
by the general contractor and very simply fitted into the 
Mod-X structure. The sliding doors can be drawn back. 


Structure: The building has been raised on a brick plinth 
to improve the view over the ground and also because the 
site is liable to flooding. The materials used were as 
follows : Foundations, concrete raft with light reinforce- 
ment; plinth, buff concrete bricks ; floor, Mod-X units 
except for solid floor in shower room and boiler house; 
external walls, Mod-X frame with African mahogany, 
cladding panels ; roof, Mod-X units with 2-in. Stramit 
covered with three-layer bituminous felt finished with 
buff chippings ; windows, standard Mod-X top hung, 
painted deal; internal lining, 4-in. Asbestolux, tiled area 
behind showers, main room lined with pitchpine boarding ; 
floor finishes, }-in. chipboard to suspended floors, quarry 
tiles, in shower room, grano. in boiler house ; decora- 
tions, Asbestolux lining left untreated, external windows 
and frames, sliding doors, fascias (white gloss paint), 
internal architraves and frames (white gloss paint), doors 
(dark blue), ceiling (pale blue distemper), pitchpine 
lining (wax polished), external cladding (oiled). 
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The water supply was brought a quarter of a mile, 
using, Alkathene tube pulled in with a mole plough, and 
laid in a day. Hot water is provided by a solid fuel 
boiler and sewage is run to a waterproof tank of spun 
concrete units which is regularly pumped out. When the 
water table permits, the waste shower water is automatic- 
ally diverted to sub-soil irrigation drains. A Calor gas

installation provides cooking facilities, and lighting. 

The contract sum was £5,087 Os. Od., which gives a 
cost of 4s. Id. per cu. ft., including all the services listed 
before. The cost of the Mod-X components was 
£2,212 15s. Od., including Asbestolux and pitchpine lining, 
chipboard floors and skirtings, flush doors and linings and 
Stramit roof.

Minister’s Decision for Christ 
Church Meadow Site 


RR. SANDYS, Minister of Housing 
+"4 and Local Government, has rejected 
Cxford City Council’s propesals for two 
inner roads to retieve traffic congestion 
in the city and has decided, as ‘ the only 
feasible solution,’ that there shall be a 
new inner by-pass road through Christ 
Courch Meadow. He has asked the 
council to submit proposals for this road 
—io be used by through-going traffic in 
substitution for the High Street—as soon 
a; possible. 

A 10-day public inquiry into objections 
to the inner relief roads was held in 
C©..ford last February. 


The Ministry’s Letter 


The Ministry’s letter says there is no 
j,ubt that, both for the residents and for 
he countless visitors from all over the 
werld, ‘the unique beauty of the Oxford 
scene is being sadly marred by the conges- 
tion of traffic in the High, the Broad, and 
tic narrow streets between.’ 

Summarising recent events, the letter 
states that after the Minister had appreved 
the city’s development plan last year, the 
council published tentative proposals for a 
pair of inner relief roads, one across the 
centre of Christ Church Meadow and the 
other through the south side of the Uni- 
versity Parks. 

These proposals met with ‘ vehement pro- 
tests,’ and so last October Mr. Sandys visited 
Oxford to discuss with representatives of 
the council the possibility of devising a 
scheme which would not involve taking a 
road through either of these ‘ valued open 
spaces.’ The council, ‘in the hope of secur- 
ing an acceptable compromise,’ put forward 
proposals for a different pair of roads: one 
crossing the Thames well to the south of 
Christ Church Meadow and the other link- 
ing Headington .Road with St. Giles at the 
“Lamb and Flag’ public house. , 


~ 
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Summing up the Inquiry 


Summing up the inquiry, the letter states: 
“Few positive objections were made to the 
proposed southern road across the Thames, 
though the opinion was expressed that much 
of the traffic would not readily use this 
longer route. On the other hand, the north- 


ern road (through the “Lamb and Flag”) 


was strongly objected to, on the grounds 
that it would cut across the Cherwell

meadows and two college playing-fields, that 
it would separate the science buildings and 
certain colleges from the rest of the uni- 
versity area, and that it would adversely 
affect the appearance of St. Giles. In 
short, the inquiry showed not only that the 
council’s scheme would be inconvenient 
from the traffic standpoint but that, as a 
basis for compromise, it had altogether 
failed to reconcile conflicting opinions. 
Consequently, the Minister, while com- 
mending the council’s perseverance in seek- 
ing an agreed solution, feels unable to 
approve the proposal submitted by them.’ 


The Minister’s Views 


‘It must be accepted that any decision, 
even a decision to do nothing, will be 
strongly disliked in one quarter or another. 
Throughout the controversy which has 
surrounded this question there has been nu 
sign of any readiness for compromise. The 
Minister is therefore reluctantly obliged to 
conclude that no useful purpose will be 
served by continuing to search for an agreed 
solution.” 

After considering the suggestion that no 
inner relief road may be needed once the 
outer by-pass system has been completed, 
the Minister and the Minister of Transport 
are convinced that the by-passes will attract 
only a small proportion of the traffic now 
congesting the city centre. 


The theory that Oxford’s traffic conges- 
tion will largely be eliminated with the 
development of an adequate shopping 
centre at Cowley. and with more facilities 
for car parking in the central area of the 
city. has also been considered. * These 
important projects will undoubtedly reduce 
somewhat the pressure at Carfax and in 
the Cornmarket, but they cannot be ex- 
pected to solve the problem,’ says the letter, 
which adds: ‘ The crux of the problem is, of 
course, the convergence of the Headington, 
Cowley, and Iffley roads at Magdalen 
Bridge, with the result that all traffic from 
these districts going to west Oxford, north 
Oxford, and the central shopping areas is 
obliged to. pass over this bridge and along 
the High.’ 


The Minister. in agreement with the Min- 
ister of Transport, has concluded, therefore, 
that the High Street must cease to be used 
as a route for through-going traffic; that, 
to make this practicable, a new road must 
be built to link east Oxford with the Central, 
northern, and western areas of the city; and 
that. to ensure that the traffic uses the new 
road instead of the High Street, it will be 
necessary to close Magdalen Bridge to all 
motor vehicles. 

After referring to the proposals advo- 
cated by the Congregation of the University 
for two intermediate relief roads. the letter 
concludes: ‘In all the circumstances, the 
Minister considers that the only feasible 
solution is to adopt the direct route through 
Christ Church Meadow. The closer the 
new road is to the High. the more con- 
venient it will be as a substitute for it; and 
since the special charm of the Meadow lies 
in its riverside walks to the south and east, 
it would seem that, on all grounds, it would 
be best to take the road along the northern 
side.’ 

The Minister, in asking the council to sub- 
mit to him as soon as possible their pro- 
posals for a new inner by-pass road to be 
used by through-going traffic in substitution 
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for the High Street considers that this 
road should start at the junction of the 
Headington, Cowley, and Iffley roads, 
immediately east of Magdalen Bridge; run 
along the northern side of Christ Church 
Meadow, just south of the Broad Walk; 
cross St. Aldate’s and curve through the 
area of St. Ebbes, which is planned for 
redevelopment; enter New Inn Hall Street, 
which will need to be widened: and thence 
continye northwards to a well-designed new 
junction with St. Giles. 

The letter adds that to avoid needless 
inconvenience for those whose starting- 
point of destination is in the High or the 
streets around it, access to the new inner 
by-pass should be afforded by the pro- 
longation southwards of Rose _ Lane, 
designed in such a way as not to attract 
through-going traffic. 





Royal Commission Suggested 


IN A STATEMENT issued on September 24, 
Lord Cherwell, in calling for a Royal Com- 
mission to investigate Oxford’s traffic 
problem, said: *This bogey of the traffic 
problem which is always paraded is greatly 
exaggerated. Since the whole of €orn- 
market has again been opened, there is 
relatively little congestion compared with 
London or other cities, save during a few 
days of the year and brief periods during 
the day, as there is everywhere when the 
shops and factories close.... It would be 
shocking if the Meadow were to be sacrificed 
to satisfy ill-informed people who wish to 
close Magdalen Bridge. If it did indirectly 
reduce congestion in the centre of Oxford 
it would be at the expense of the citizens. 
If it did not, its object would have failed.’ 


TOWN PLANNING 
APPEAL 


Council’s Action Criticised at 
Planning Inquiry 


ESWICK Urban Council was criticisea 

at a recent planning inquiry at Keswick. 
It was alleged that the Council, after asking 
the District Valuer to negotiate the purchase 
of a piece of land, sent its solicitors to the 
auction sale and, on being outbid, refused 
permission to develop and proposed com- 
pulsorily to purchase the land. 

The criticism was made by’ Mr. James 
Booth, barrister, Manchester, representing 
the appellant, Mr. Robert Furness, coach 
and taxi proprietor, Keswick, who gave £675 
for the land, of 2,800 sq. ft., and a bake- 
house needed as a garage. Mr. Booth said 
planning powers should not be allowed to 
be used in support of such actions, and such 
tactics were not in keeping with the high 
traditions of local government in _ this 
country. He hoped the Ministry would 
strongly discourage it. 

The land is part of a stretch of about six 
acres behind the Keswick Market-square, of 
which the Council has already bought about 
half. The Council proposed to buy the 
remainder of the land, which was ear- 
marked for a public hall, a new telephone 
exchange, sorting office and post office 
engineering depot and a new road. Mr. 
F. H. Rodgers, assistant solicitor to the 
Westmorland County Council, representing 
the Lake District Planning Board, defended 
the action of the Council and said it had 
done nothing improper. 
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SALARIED AND 
OFFICIAL ARCHITECTS 


Existing Liaison between RIBA 
and IPCS and NALGO ‘Not 
Capable of Present Development’ 


A LIAISON Panel of the Salaried and 
Official Architects’ Committee, 
under the chairmanship’ of Mr. Leonard 
C. Howitt, FRIBA, has continued work 
on the question of examining the rep- 
resentation of members in salaried em- 
ployment, the subject of an initial report 
to the RIBA Council in December, 1955 
(see The Builder of February 3, 1956). 

The Panel has now held discussions 
with representatives of the Institution of 
Professional Civil Servants (IPCS), the 
National and Local Government Officers’ 
Association (NALGO), The Association 
of Building Technicians (ABT) and the 
London County Council Staff Associa- 
tion, with whom the following terms of 
reference were discussed: (1) to establish 
and maintain formal and regular liaison 
with those organisations which are or 
may become concerned with negotiations 
affecting the salaries and conditions of 
service of architects and architectural 
assistants ; (2) to try to secure the co- 
operation of those organisations on all 
matters affecting such salaries and con- 
ditions ; and (3) whenever practicable to 
co-ordinate and give cohesion to the 
activities of these organisations which are 
directed to the betterment of the interests 
of architects. 


‘Co-operation Would Cease’ 


Discussions with Mr. Mayne (IPCS) 
and Mr. Warren (NALGO) left the Panel 
in no doubt that the existing co-operation 
would cease if the RIBA were to set up 
a separate trade union or sponsor another 
that might encroach on their respective 
spheres of interest. In regard to the 
second term of reference, Mr. Mayne 
said his Institution would help in carrying 
it out since, in his view, a claim for better 
salaries should be commonly conceived. 
Mr. Warren, whilst fully acknowledging 
the Institute’s concern and responsibility 
in this respect, pointed out that he could 
not commit his Association to a long 
process of consultation with all the 
several organisations who might have 
some claim to have some interest in the 
salaries of architects employed in the 
public service.... He did not doubt, 
however, that his Association would be 
happy to maintain such contact with the 
IPCS (as well as with the RIBA) in view 
of their common interest in the several 
fields of public service. 

After much thought, the Salaried and 
Official Architects’ Committee are satis- 
fied that they are unable at this stage to 
develop more fruitfully the liaison, co- 
operation and good will that already 
existed between the RIBA on the one 
side, and the IPCS and NALGO on the 
other. In their opinion, the Institute is 
only likely to extend its influence and 
secure, not only from these two staffs’ 
associations but also from the employers 
with whom they negotiate, a more ready 
recognition and acceptance of its aims 
and policies in the matters under con- 
sideration, when it is in a position to 


supply authoritative and detailed_ infor- 
mation about the correlation of earnings 
to responsibility in the profession. 

The Panel next held discussions with 
the ABT, whose spokesmen declared 
their readiness for closer working with 
the RIBA and undertook to consider any 
specific proposals which might emerge 
from these talks, but which the Panel 
were not then and are still not in a 
position to formulate. The ABT’s claim 
for recognition as the appropriate trade 
union for salaried architects, particularly 
those employed in private-practice and 
industrial and commercial undertakings, 
was also discussed but the Committee do 
not feel justified at this juncture to make 
any recommendation in regard to this 
particular matter. 


Liaison With LCC 


Lastly, the Panel met representatives 
of the London County Council Staff 
Association. This Association is the only 
one recognised by the County Council 
to represent the staff in salary negoti- 
ations. It is estimated that out of its total 
membership of approximately 10,000, 
450 to 500 are architects and architectural 
assistants. 


The Association’s spokesmen expressed 
their utmost willingness to co-operate 
with the Institute in any matter conducive 
to the improvement of salaries and con- 
ditions of service of architects employed 
by the LCC; and they thought that 
information on a national basis about 
establishments, status and salaries would 
be helpful since obviously conditions that 
prevailed widely would inevitably affect 
their own. If was agreed by both sides 
that further liaison and consultations 
would be welcome whenever matters of 
common interest appeared. 


With the exception of the British 
Association of Colliery Management 
(with whom liaison has been maintained 
since 1951), the Committee have not yet 
been able to ascertain the architect- 
membership of the various trade unions 
operating on a national scale in trans- 
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port, electricity, gas, etc. This information 
the Liaison Panel are attempting to 
obtain, but not until it is available wil] 
the Committee be able to decide whether 
any fruitful purpose would be served by 
establishing liaison with the trade unions 
concerned, 


HOLBORN ‘OASIS’ 
New Baths and Offices Proposed 


AT the end of the war a large static water 
tank stood among the debris of a bombed 
site opposite the Princes Theatre in High 
Holborn. The Holborn MBC decided to 
adapt this to form a bathing pool. 


This experiment proved so popular that 
it was later decided to enlarge the pocl to 
about three times its existing length, taking 
in adjoining sites on the south side and 
deepening the southern end of the pocl to 
allow for diving. A bombed site to the 
east was also included, and this was used to 
provide a sunbathing enclosure and a child- 
ren’s sand-pit. Thus, in the heart of Lon- 
don, was established ‘The Oasis,’ and its 
popularity has continued to increase. 


Now a further step is to be taken towards 
the creation of a permanent recreational 
centre on this busy site, while at the same 
time full value is to be obtained from its 
important position. The MBC proposes 
to use the ‘Lido’ section for the construc- 
tion of an indoor swimming bath and to 
transfer the ‘Lido’ and the children’s play- 
ground to the roof. At the same time, the 
old council buildings on the Endell-street 
frontage will be converted to public wash- 
houses and that part of the site fronting 
High Holborn will be offered for lease by 
private developers for the construction of 
a ten- or eleven-storey block of offices. 


The scheme as a whole, which was 
designed’ by the borough architect, Mr. 
S. A. G. Cook, ARIBA, has received the 
approval of the LCC as planning authority. 
The baths and the rest of the works to be 
carried out by the MBC are estimated to 
cost some £200,000.

THE STONES OF MANCHESTER. By Cecil 
Stewart. (London: Edward Arnold (Pub- 
lishers), Ltd.) Price 40s. net. 


T is not so long since the word ‘ Victorian ’ 
“ was generally used as a term of ridicule 
or contempt. As the period recedes more 
and more into history it is becoming 
positively respectable, particularly in rela- 
tion to architecture. Manchester is largely 
a Victorian city; therefore one cannot do 
beiter than go to it for any reassessment 
of Victorian architecture. That is what Mr. 
Cecil Stewart does in this entertaining book 
which, as one would expect, is based largely 
on the back volumes of The Builder, both 
for text and illustrations, nearly all of which 
are reproduced from the contemporary 
drawings. 

Manchester illustrates as well as any city 
in the United Kingdom the architecturai 
trends of the nineteenth century. There are 
buildings of the early Classical Revival such 
as the Portico Library, Mosley-street 
(1802, Thomas Harrison, architect), St. 
Philip’s Church, Chapel-street, Salford (1822, 


Sir Robert Smirke, architect), Salford Town 


Hall (1825, Richard Lane, architect), Royal 
Manchester Institution, now the City Art 
Gallery, ‘Mosley-street (1824, Sir Charles 
Barry, architect), as well as buildings of the 
early Gothic Revival, such as St. George’s 
Church, Chester-road (1826,"Francis Good- 
win, architect), and Holy Trinity Church, 
Stretford-road (1840), by Scott and Moffat; 
while the later phases of the Classical 
Revival are splendidly represented by Sir 
Charles Barry’s Atheneum (now Art Gallery 
Annexe), Princess-street (1837-38), C. R. 
Cockerell’s Bank of England, King-street 
(1845), Sir Benjamin Daywood’s Bank (now 
Williams Deacon’s Bank), St. Anne-street 
(1849, John Edgar Gregan, architect), and 
Edward Walters’s Free Trade Hall (1853), 
and many fine warehouses. 


Ruskin’s advocacy (circa 1851) of Venetian 
Gothic as the best style for English archi- 
tecture of all kinds was to fire a young 
Manchester architect, in the person of 
Alfred Waterhouse, with ideas for the 
Manchester Assize Courts competition of 
1859, after winning which he enriched the 
City with a splendid Town Hall (1868) in 
picturesque Gothic. In the work of Thomas 
Worthington, e.g., the Memorial Hall, Albert 
Square (1865) and the City Police and 


Sessions Court, Minshull-street (1868), the 


Stones of Manchester continued to resemble 
those of Venice, but Butterfield, Street and 
J. A. Hansom (founder and first editor of 
The Builder), among others, gave them a 
new expression respectively in the churches 
of St. Cross, Ashton-road (1863), St. Peter, 
Swinton (1868) and the Church of the Holy 
Name, Oxford-road (1869), while E. W. 
Pugin contributed a characteristic work in 
the Church of St. Francis, Gorton (1863). 
Gothic for secular purposes is shown in 
decline in the Reform Club, King-street, of 
Edward Salomons (1870), but it goes out 
det‘antly, with banners flying, in the splendid 


Rylands Library, Deansgate (1890), of Basil 
Champneys. The so-called Queen Anne 
style of the latter years of the century is 
well illustrated in such works as the Victoria 
Buildings, Oldham-road, and the Municipal 
Technical School, Sackville-street, of Spald- 
ing and Cross. Finally, Edgar Wood and 
James Henry Sellars emerge as original 
designers of genius, particularly in the sphere 
of domestic architecture. 

On all these works and their architects, 
and many others—in fact on the whole con- 
fused story of nineteenth-century architec- 
ture—Mr. Stewart discourses both learnedly 
and entertainingly. The popular view of the 
Victorians is that they were complacent and 
self-satisfied. Some architects, of course, 
were. Sir Gilbert Scott, for example, was a 
confirmed admirer of his own works. Others 
had little faith in themselves and talked 
much about the urgent need for a contem- 
porary style. Only a few tried to find it. 
However, beneath the soot and grime that 
cloak the Victorian buildings of Manchester, 
much of architectural interest is to be found.

‘NON-CONFORMING 
INDUSTRY’ 


LCC’s Search for Control Methods 


(THE Town Planning Committee and 

Finance Committee of the London 
County Council, in a report presented to the 
Council on September 25, state: 

In our report on March 20, 1956, we gave 
information as to the progress made in deal- 
ing with non-confirming users, in compliance 
with a resolution of the Council on October 
25, 1955. The resolution also asked us to 
consider future methods of dealing with 
non-conforming users, and in particular the 
possibility of making orders under Section 26 
of the Town and Country Planning Act, 
1947, subject to a proviso that nothing in 
the order should prevent the use of the 
premises for its existing use by the present 
occupier or by the successors to the present 
business. 

Methods.—The principal methods of deal- 
ing with the relocation of non-conforming 
industry and the control of vacated indus- 
trial premises are :— 

(i) Purchase—this was dealt with in 

our report on March 20, 1956. 

(ii) Action under Section 26 of the 1947 

Act—this is dealt with more fully below.: 


543 


(iii) By agreement incorporated in a 
long lease—this is likely to be feasible 
only where a firm is moved from premises 
in which it is has a freehold or long- 
leasehold interest to a site in Council 
ownership. The lease of the new site 
could be made conditional on the lessee 
entering into a collateral agreemeni pro- 
hibiting or restricting the future use of the 
old premises for industrial purposes. It is 
very doubtful, however, whether this 
method could be justified in other than 
very special cases. 

(iv) Nomination by the Council of firms 
being displaced by compulsory purchase 
to owners or vendors of vacated factories. 
Efforts are being made to extend the scope 
of this practice, which has met with some 
limited success. 

_ Action under Section 2b of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947.—This section 
empowers the Council to make an order, 
which is subject to the confirmation of the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
requiring the discontinuance of a use, impos- 
ing conditions on the continuance of a use, 
or requiring steps to be taken for the altera- 
tion or removal of buildings or works. 
Powers under this section are rarely exer- 
cised because they give rise to liability for 
the payment of compensation without the 
Council being able to secure any interest in 
the property concerned unless purchase 
notices are served and confirmed. The sug- 
gestion in the resolution under standing order 
84 to allow the continuance of the use of the 
premises for the existing trade or business 
while ensuring that no new business could 
be started there no doubt envisaged that 
liability for compensation would thus be 
reduced. We are advised, however, that the 
validity of such an order would be question- 
able; that it might be held to be void for 
uncertainty, and that even if the Minister 
were prepare to confirm it and the Courts 
upheld its validity the Counci] would incur 
the risk of liability for compensation without 
being able to secure any interest in the pro- 
perty. Moreover, if industry were subjected 
to restrictions which limited the value of its 
premises in London on vacation, industrial- 
ists might hesitate to vacate. Success in 
decentralising industry must largely depend 
on the willing co-operation of firms in mov- 
ing out and erecting new premises away 
from London. This is necessary not only to 
reduce the burden of compensation which 
the Council would otherwise have to bear, 
but also to ensure that firms are not 
arbitrarily restricted in their productive 
enterprise. Where the existing premises of 
firms moving out are acquired by the Coun- 
cil the cost is reduced by the amount which 
would otherwise have to be paid for the dis- 
turbance of business. 


Conclusion—The Minister of Housing 
and Local Government was approached in 
1954 about the possibility of additional 
methods of control of industrial premises, 
but he has expressed the view that the most 
effective method is for the Council to pur- 
chase the premises by agreement as and 
when they becomie vacant. Our previous 
report indicated the progress made in this 
direction and further consideration has con- 
firmed us in the opinion we then expressed 
that purchase is the most effective means 
of securing control of non-conforming 
industry.

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TRANSPORT TRENDS 
AT EARLS COURT 
By a Motoring Correspondent 


To the builder, whose transport require- 

ments are generally best met. by 
‘vehicles with payload ratings up to about 
three tons, an interesting aspect of this 
year’s Commercial Motor Exhibition is the 
increasing number of such vehicles in which 
diesel engines are available. 


A new range of Bedford vans and trucks, 
from 15 cwt. to three tons, is on view, with 
diesel as an alternative to petrol engines 
in each case.. The Rootes organisation 
shows for the first time a new 2.26-litre oil 
engine developing 54 bhp at 3,000 rpm, 
which is available in all Commer and 
Karrier vehicles from 15 to 25 cwt., as well 
as in the Karrier Bantam. Austin and 
Morris offer a choice of diesel or petrol 
engine in vehicles from one ton upwards, 
and a similar alternative is available in 
Ford Thames vehicles from 30 cwt. to four 
tons. 


Other light oil-engined chassis shown for 
the first time are a Trojan one-tonner and 
a Seddon 30 cwt., both being fitted with a 
Perkins P3 three-cylinder diesel unit. 


Medium-Weight Diesels 


The advantages of the diesel engine, 
both in saving fuel and in reducing main- 
tenance costs, are well established, but until 
comparatively recently its high initial cost 
as compared with the petrol engine has made 
it an economic proposition mainly under 
operational conditions involving high mile- 
ages and heavy loads. It is interesting to 
note that in the medium-weight diesel- 
powered vehicles which are a feature of 
this year’s exhibition this price difference 
has been considerably reduced—in the Ford 
range, for instance, it is no more than about 
£100—and_ diesel-engined transport may 
therefore be expected to become of greater 
interest to the average operator. 


In the light delivery field, the supremacy 
of the petrol engine is still unchallenged. 
Vans and pick-ups of five and ten cwt. 
are shown by Austin, Bedford, Commer, 
Morris, Ford, Standard and Reliant, the 
majority utilising popular passenger car 
chassis. Perhaps the outstanding innova- 
tion in this class is the Standard six cwt. 
van and pick-up with two-pedal control; the 
clutch pedal is eliminated and the clutch, 
which is of centrifugal type, is actuated 
by an electric switch incorporated in the 
gear-lever head. Considerable reduction in 
driver fatigue on. town delivery work is 
claimed for this new feature. 


The only air-cooled petro] vehicle in the 
exhibition is the German Volkswagen, shown 
as a van and a pick-up. All-purpose four- 
wheel-drive vehicles, for use on or off roads, 
are represented by the American-built 
Willys Jeep and by the familiar Land- 
Rover, the latter having improved recirculat- 
ing ball-type steering claimed to give lighter 
control on rough ground. 


Tipping Trucks 


Among the 66 specialist bodybuilders’ 
exhibits is a considerable variety of fixed 
and tipping truck bodies which reveal the

modern trend towards the use of light alloy 
bodies and glass-fibre reinforced plastic cabs 
and wings. Detail developments include the 
extending use of remote-control valves and 
electrical warning devices to enable all 
tipping operations to be safely controlled 
from the driver’s cab. One body builder 
has introduced substantial rubber insulation 
between the body and chassis to protect the 
frame from impact when the vehicle is being 
loaded from power shovels or grabs. 
Another minor but useful feature is the 
provision of a metal prop, mounted on 
the frame, to support the tipping body in 
the raised position during maintenance work 
on the lifting gear. 


The exhibition closes at Earls Court, 
London, tomorrow (September 29).

OBITUARY 


W. Lee Clarke, FRIBA 


WE REGRET to record that Mr. William 
Lee Clarke, FRIBA, died on September 
23, at the age of 78. He was articled to 
a firm of architects in Bristol; from 
Bristol he then came to London where 
for a few years he was in the office of 
Gordon, Lowthey and Gunton. In 1911 
he joined the firm, of Herbert O. Ellis, 
newspaper office architects, and later 
was taken into partnership, at which 
time the name of the firm was altered 
to Herbert O. Ellis and Clarke. After 
the 1914-18 war Mr. Ellis took a less 
active part in the firm and Mr. Clarke 
during the post-war years was respon- 
sible for the re-building of a large number 
of the works and offices of the principal 
dailies and other newspapers in this 
country, in addition to a number of large 
printing works apart from newspapers. 
Perhaps the best-known were the Daily 
Express building in Fleet-street, with 
which Sir E. Owen Williams was asso- 
ciated, and Northcliffe House. 


In 1933 Mr. H. O. Ellis retired and Mr. 
Clarke was joined by Bertram W. L. 
Gallannaugh, FRIBA. Later the name of 
the firm was changed to Ellis, Clarke and 
Gallannaugh. In addition to his archi- 
tectural work, Mr. Clarke was a very 
brilliant black and white artist. He retired 
from the firm on November 10, 1954.

Report on Residential Building 


RESIDENTIAL construction in Europe, 
on a continuous rise since the end of 
the war, shows: stabilisation in completion 
of dwelling units in most western Europe.in 
countries during 1955. This conclusion is 
reached by the United Nations Econorzic 
Commission for Europe’s* Quarte:ly 
Bulletin of Housing and Building Statist'cs, 
which surveys housing developments in 1955 
and looks into the first quarter of 1956. 
Cement supply, which is a rough meas::re 
for over-all building activity, reached a new 
record level in 1955 in most European co:n- 
tries, the Bulletin states. In a few coun- 
tries, especially the Scandinavian, however, 
the general picture is one of stabilisatisn. 
Progress was particularly strong in eastern 
European countries and in less industrial- 
ised countries such as Spain and Turkeyft. 
A study of wages, building materials’ 
wholesale prices, and building costs in 
western European countries indicates for 
most countries a rise in building costs during 
1955 and the first quarter of 1956. Costs 
moved upwards in practically all countries, 
with the exception .of Italy and Portugal.

ISLINGTON HOUSING 
Further Tenders to be Negotiated 


Last Jury, after considerable modifica- 
tion of its standard form of specification for 
housing schemes, Islington Borough Council 
invited tenders for 75 dwellings at Essex- 
road. When these had been considered, the 
Housing Committee decided to revive two 
other schemes, which had been postponed 
owing to the high costs revealed in the 
previous tenders and to instruct the council’s 
quantity surveyors, Messrs. Oswald E. Parratt, 
FRICS, to negotiate prices for the 121 dwell- 
ings concerned with the lowest tenderer for 
the Essex-road scheme. 

Four further schemes are now under con- 
sideration, involving the construction of 317 
dwellings at various sites, and the Housing 
Committee has decided to invite the second 
lowest tenderer for the Essex-road scheme, 
Rowley Bros., Ltd., of Tower Works, 
Dunloe-avenue, Tottenham, N17, to nego- 
tiate prices with Messrs. Parratt on the basis 
of the schedule of rates on which their tcn- 
der for the Essex-road scheme was 
calculated. 

The Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government has been consulted and has 
raised no Objection to this procedure, pro- 
vided that the prices shall be subject to 
examination by the Ministry’s techn cal 
officers in the usual way.

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Linoleum and the Monopolies Commission 
OPERATION OF A COMMON PRICE SYSTEM QUESTIONED 


[YHE Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 

Commission’s report on the supply of 
linoleum was published on September 18, 
and is now on sale at HM Stationery Office, 
price 5s. 

The Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 
Commission find that the conditions to which 
the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices 
(Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, applies 
prevail in respect of the supply of linoleum 
because members of the Linoleum Manu- 
facturers’ Asseciation (LMA) together sup- 
plied in the two years preceding January 31, 

1°54, about 80 per cent. by value of the total 
home trade in linoleum and operate a 
common price system and other practices 
which restrict competition. 


One member of the Commission has 
signed the report subject to a reservation 
and another subject to a note of dissent: 
otherwise the conclusions and recommenda- 
tions are unanimous. In summary form 
they are as follows: 


The Summarised Conclusions 


(1) In the circumstances which have pre- 
vailed in recent years, the LMA’s common 
price system has not operated and is not at 
present operating against the public interest, 
but there are serious risks that in some cir- 
cumstances it might do so if left unamended 
and uncontrolled, and in this sense it may 
be expected to operate against the public 
interest. It should be permitted to con- 
tinue only under certain conditions, includ- 
ing the review of prices, costs and profits 
by the Government from time to time, and 
if it continues there should be a freer 
exchange of technical information. 


(2) The compulsory observance of the 
LMA’s list of wholesalers is against the pub- 
lic interest and should be discontinued, but 
there would be no objection to a recom- 
mended list which members could observe 
or not as they pleased. 


(3) The loyalty provisions of the LMA’s 
pre-war agreement with wholesalers (by 
which wholesale discounts were conditional 
on an undertaking to buy only from LMA 
members) may be expected, if revived, to 
operate against the public interest and 
should be formally abolished. 


(4) Provided that the Commission’s 
recommendations in sub-paragraphs (1) and 
(2) are implemented it is not necessary that 
the LMA’s common discount to wholesalers 
should be discontinued. 


_ ©) The aggregated retail turnover bonus 
Is against the public interest and should 
be discontinued. 


(6) None of the other ancillary practices 
Operated by the LMA in support of their 
common price system (rules about Govern- 
ment contracts; discount rates for jobs and 
rejects; procedure for invoicing; terms of 
Payment; concessions to traders in change 
of prices; packing, cutting and splitting 
Charges; carriage and delivery terms; and 
maximum prices for buying linoleum 
Ssclap) Operates against the public interest, 
nor may they be expected to do so pro- 
vided that the Commission’s recommenda- 


tions on the common price system are 
implemented. 


(7) The job pool scheme (under which a 
percentage of the invoiced price of goods 
in each category of linoleum sold_as job lots 
below the list price was paid into a job pool 
and periodically distributed to members in 
proportion to all their other sales in the 
same category), if reintroduced may be 
expected to operate against the public 
interest and the LMA should not reintro- 
duce it. 


(8) The LMA’s practice of prescribing 
the gauges to which members may manu- 
facture linoleum neither operates nor may 
be expected to operate against the public 
interest. 


(9) The LMA’s rule. against supplying 
certain kinds of linoleum with a painted 
back neither operates nor may be expected 
to operate against the public interest. 


(10) The LMA’s restrictions on members’ 
advertising and on free patterns, samples 
and sales aids neither operate nor may be 
expected to operate against the public 
interest. 


(11) The LMA’s rule that members should 
not accept orders unless the pattern number 
or quality and colour are specified neither 
operates nor may be expected to operate 
against the public interest. 


(12) No objection is seen to the LMA’s 
retaining the right to expel a member for 
contravening their rules provided that noth- 
ing is done to make it more difficult for a 
member to leave the Association. 

Dissident Views 

The member who signed the report sub- 
ject to a reservation is not satisfied that the 
safeguards recommended to prevent the 
common price system from operating in 
future against the public interest would 
suffice in certain eventualities. He sug- 
gests that the manufacturers might prefer to 
suspend the common price system for an 
experimental period. The member who 
signed subject to a note of dissent disagrees 


with the view that the common price system © 


may be expected to operate against the pub- 
lic interest and considers that, while some 
of the safeguards recommended as a con- 
dition for the continuance of the common 
price system appear desirable, the facts do 
not warrant their compulsory introduction. 
He also says that he can neither see nor 
expect any harm to the public interest from 
the compulsory observance of the LMA’s 
list of wholesalers. 


Section 30 of the Restrictive Trade Prac- 
tices Act, 1956, provides that no order can 
be made under the Monopolies and Restric- 
tive Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 
1948, declaring unlawful the making or 
carrying out of any agreement, or requiring 
the determination of any agreement, regis- 
trable under Part I of the 1956 Act, and 
therefore subject to the jurisdiction of the 
Restrictive Practices Court. Accordingly, 
no question of action by the Government 
under the 1948 Act arises in respect of regis- 
trable agreements dealt with in this report.

‘QUESTIONABLE PRACTICES’ 
BY HAULAGE CONTRACTORS 


Birmingham Inspector’s Comment 


BUILDERS in the Midlands and elsewhere 
have noted with interest statements made 
in the annual report of Birmingham’s Chief 
Inspector of Weights and Measures, Mr. 
M. A. Birch, which was published on Sep- 
tember 19. Mr. Birch refers in the report 
to large-scale frauds and questionable prac- 
tices by some haulage contractors, and states 
that during the past year his department had 
made a systematic analysis at builders’ offices 
of a large number of companies and had 
examined a considerable quantity of con- 
veyancy notes sent in from various sites 
purporting to represent deliveries at those 
sites. The investigations had revealed many 
frauds, particularly in relation to demolition 
materials and shale. 

Many notes were found to refer to loads 
which never existed, while others bore false 
particulars as to names, registration numbers 
of vehicles and so on. Such revelations 
obviously threw doubt on the validity of the 
Other notes, in other respects, states Mr. 
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Birch, who adds that during the year a clerk 
employed by builders at a Corporation hous- 
ing site, and a haulage contractor, had con- 
spired to get payment for fictitious loads of 
shale running into hundreds of tons, and 
each was sentenced to 12 months’ imprison- 
ment. The system of checking deliveries by 
some builders is very unsatisfactory, Mr. 
Birch states. 

The enforcement of regulations regarding 
ballast and sand was a fruitful field for 
inter-area co-operation, the report adds, 
and Birmingham had assisted adjoining 
authorities in this matter. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 


Metal Sinks for Domestic Purposes 
(BS1244: 1956), 


Tuis British Standard, price 3s., has been 
revised in order to allow more scope in re- 
gard to the choice of bowl sizes and the 
materials used in their manufacture. The 
bowl sizes are now based on minimum 
dimensions, leaving the manufacturer free to 
offer the particular sizes that are best found 
to meet the purchaser’s requirements. The 
overall frame sizes have not been changed, 
so that the interchangeability of units is not 
affected. 

The single sink without draining board 
has been deleted from this edition as it was 
agreed that there is little call for this type 
except to meet specialized requirements and 
because the general aim has been to cover 
requirements for sinks used for domestic 
‘purposes. By arranging that strainer wastes 
may be fitted if required, greater scope has 
been given regarding the positioning of 
wastes and the type of waste used. 

Sinks made from stainless steel, enam- 
elled pressed steel, and enamelled cast iron 
are covered, and requirements for resistance 
of the enamel to abrasion, acids and alkalis 
are given. 


British Standard Metal Lavatory 
Basins for Domestic Purposes 
(BS1329: 1956) 


Tuts revised British Standard, price 3s., 
specifies requirements for lavatory basins in- 
tended mainly for domestic use and made of 
enamelled cast iron, enamelled pressed steel 
or stainless steel. The basins are designed 
for use with taps, wastes and brackets com- 
plying with British Standards 1010, 1184 and 
1255 respectively, although other fittings can 
tbe used. The overall dimensions of the 
basins are the same as for those in ceramic 
material. Tests are now given for resistance 
of the enamel coating to acids, alkalies and 
abrasion, and requirements are specified for 
an additional grade of stainless steel. Details 
of suitable pedestals are given where this 
amethod of support is required.

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THE LIVING AREA OF A HOUSE 


Research into Good Design and Equipment 


FOLLOWING is a summary of a lec- 
ture given in London recently by 
Mr. G. GRENFELL BAINES, ARIBA, 
AMTPI, by invitation of the Council of 
Scientific Management in the Home. 
Mr. Grenfell Baines began by enu- 
merating some of the research projects 
connected with planning and working 
houses that had taken place recently, and 
stressed how much more was urgently 
necessary in this field, mentioning that in 
the recent ‘ Meals in Modern Homes ’** 
research only 5 per cent. of the urban 
houses sample kitchen designs provided 
for what is admitted to be the best layout 
of equipment. Good design, he said, is 
nothing less than a carefully considered 
balance between a few fundamental 
factors the relative importance of which 
may vary with time and place. About 
three centuries ago an eminent philo- 
sopher summed up good design as a 
‘blend of commodity, firmness and 
delight.’ 
Nowadays .economics must be added 
to this list, but kept under control for

there is evidence that good house design 
may be distorted by over-emphasis of 
economics. An example of how econo- 
mics can unduly affect design may be 
provided by a study of overall plan shape 
in relation to perimeter wall and other 
building elements. Square plans give the 
most economic ratio between space and 
enclosing wall and roof costs but square 
plans do not always give the best internal 
shapes or arrangements or as much expo- 
sure to light and air as do rectangular 
plans. Emphasis on design factors varies 
with climate as well as place and time. 
The process of design must be a close 
partnership between the designers and 
the people wanting the design. This is 
essential but often unobtainable: because 
so much housing today is produced for 
anonymous clients. 


Research into House Usage 


Research is required not only into what 
goes on in a house but why. A designer 
of buildings naturally looks to the results 
of research for clues that will help him 
in shaping spaces and suggesting arrange- 
ments. In planning the designer tries 
to provide an environment where a full 
life can be lived naturally. What are the 
elements of this full life? The maximum 
freedom of choice as to how space is 
used. For instance, where meals are to 
be taken, where work and fun may pro- 
ceed with a minimum of trouble and 
disturbance to both children and parents. 
There should also bé scope and en- 
couragement for living with grace. Free- 
dom of choice, minimum of disturbance, 
grace—these constitute commodity. 


That maximum light and air should 
be combined with maximum convenience 
hardly needs saying, but maximum com- 
fort, particularly warmth, does need 
emphasis. Space alone is insufficient, it 
is the usability of space that really 
counts when freedom is at stake. In our 
climate there is little freedom of choice 
in a large house heated by ordinary open 
fires. Frequently much of the available 
space is unusable because of low tempera- 
ture and draughts. A further factor in 
usability is equipment. So we have space, 
plus warmth, plus equipment. 


I have gone deeply into maximum 
usage on the basis of time, warmth and 
equipment and found the average house 
33 per cent. efficient, Mr. Baines con- 
tinued. It is possible to plan a house of 
650 sq. ft. with three reception rooms and 
three double bedrooms, but obviously 


this means using space twice over. Site 
layout and house planning cannot 
be divorced. . . . Too small a house plan 


can generate too little space around the 
house, and while this may suit the present 
policy of higher densities based largely 
on short-sighted emphasis of economics, 
I believe there will be a strong reaction 
to high densities ending in the same objec- 
tions to present housing layouts as there 
are now to those of the past.... Ina 
new report on produce grown in the gar- 
dens of six towns and cities, it was found 
that maximum cultivation existed in

densities of eight houses per acre and also 
referred to conditions in the higher den- 
sity housing of one new town as a com- 
bination of uncultivated gardens and 
heavily net curtained windows. 

Economy in cost of layout and site 
development works has been cited to 
justify the return to narrow frontages and 
higher densities, but, in fact, the overall 
saving is less than 6 per cent. and while 
it is probable that before long this saving 
will not be considered worth while, it 
will then be too late to remedy the situa- 
tion.... The living area of a house 
cannot be considered apart from the 
surrounding ground area, for the result- 
ing effects of housing are as important as 
and as inseparable from life as in the 
house itself. 


House Areas 


Mr. Baines continued: The history of 
the living areas of houses is fascinating 
but can only be indicated here. . . . After 
the first world war we started with houses 
around 900 sq. ft. During the depression 
years the area of local authority houses 
fell to 760 sq. ft., and just before 1939 
houses of less than 700 sq. ft. with

through living-rooms and tiny kitchen- 
ettes were selling freely. Immediately 
after 1945, 900 sq. ft. was proposed as 
the minimum while two important house 
design competitions stipulated for 1,000 
sq. ft. In a state of material well-being 
demand for greater living space is a 
natural outcome, so a 1,000 sq. ft. house 
for a family with two children, a boy 
and girl, is taken as a minimum basis for 
discussion. In ‘ Meals in Modern Homes’ 
one reads, ‘where there is a meals 
room and a sitting-room in addition 
to the kitchen it is rare to find a 
housewife expressing a preference for the 
two spaces to be made into one.’ In 
other words the three spaces of the 
‘universal’ house are still preferred, but 
in the same report we find that house- 
wives do not insist on direct access from 
the hall to the meals room, nor do they 
comment adversely on access from the 
hall to the kitchen being through the liv- 
ing-room. 

_ From this evidence conclusions affect- 
ing design are that in a house with only 
one living-room requests for a larger 
kitchen may be bound up with a desire 
for more space generally as much as a 
feeling that the kitchen is too small for 
the job. It emerges that about 92. sq. ft. is 


the minimum for the kitchen and often 
the luxury of an extra room does not 
make up for space deficiency of a kitchen 
below this area. 

A serving hatch between the kitchen 
and the living-room reduces the number 
of those eating meals in the kitchen from 
35 per cent. to 15 per cent. and increases 
the percentage of those using both kitchen 
and dining-room from 55 per cent. to 
85 per cent. When designing for freedom 
of choice, ‘Meals in Modern Homes’ 
also gives a lead to another fundamental 
planning conclusion, namely that in a 
house with two living spaces and kitchen 
it might be better to place the kitchen 
between them giving direct door access 
to the meals room but also providing 
hatch access to the larger or main living 
room, 

The building research workers’ findings 
confirm the suspected fact that the house- 
wife spends most of her time (an average 
of 73 per cent.) in the kitchen. From 
this one can understand why women want 
larger kitchens, why they want the sink 
under the window, and why they want a 
‘square’ kitchen. They not only want 
space but a sense of space. The house- 
wife’s choice, however, is sound on 
scientific grounds. A sink under a window 
provides her with the best working light 
as well as a view out. By enlarging the 
kitchen, it may be asked, are not designers 
running a risk in encouraging ungracious 


living? The answer to this depends partly 


on the type of plan and also on the 
shape of the kitchen area. 
Many requests for a ‘square’ kitchen 
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with a table in the middle are recorded, 
but in this type of layout the table be- 
comes a roundabout, greatly adding to 
walking distances as compared with a 
clear plan offering diagonal courses be- 
tween one side and the other. I estimate 
that the centre table increases walking 
distances up to 40 per cent. Suitable 
equipment could save some of the 
appallingly frequent movements of the 
housewife as revealed in the Building 
Research Station Report. From the find- 
ings it seems that running a house can 
only be described as a high frequency 
occupation. Seventy-two visits a day to 
the kitchen, 177 times through six doors, 
yet only once through the front door. 
Though only 1.1 miles walked per dey. 


Planning for Fun 


Is it possible to make space contribute 
more to the full life? Do we plan ade- 
quately for fun, especially for children’s 
fun? Before answering this it may be 
asked why more space than is necessary 
should be given to sleep. Only a third of 
our time is spent in sleeping, and during 
that time movement is practically nil. 
Might not upstairs plans on the basis of 
berth bedrooms for children with play 
landings be worth investigating? It is 
possible to provide 50. sq. ft. berth rooms 
with single bed, wardrobe and dressing 
table and by adding the space saved to 
that already necessary for the landing to 
provide a spacious play space for the 
children, and this is not all—the idea 
suggests a new solution to laundering, to 
use the bathroom as a laundry. Most of

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the linen is used upstairs and usually 
stored there. Drying is perhaps the main 
Jaundering problem but with ample space 
upstairs where the ceiling can be high into 
the roof, space for a large drying rack 
can be installed and the rack kept out of 
the way when the children are playing. 
Thus, drying is freed from the un- 
certainty of weather, and the certainty of 
smuts. I know from personal experience 
that this plan is absolutely practical. 


Comprehensive Heating 


To return from fun and work to econo- 
mics. It is agreed that space without 
warmth is unusable but warmth costs 
money. If there is a technical advance 
still to be made in British house design 
it is in heating, and if the design of a 
house is to be completely successful a 
comprehensive heating system together 
with the provision of hot water for all 
domestic purposes must be installed. 
From the time and movement point of 
view it would be best for the whole house 
to be warmed by a single boiler in the 
kitchen using one kind of fuel only and 
supplying hot water to radiators and pipes 
about the house. 

It sounds so sensible and clean—why 
don’t we do.it? The answer is psycho- 
logical; the open coal fire is still a fetish 
of the British house dweller. Therefore, 
a plan which provides an efficient heat- 
ing system with an open fire in the main 
living space planned to work in con- 
junction with the boiler seems the best 
answer. It is really up to the householder 
to decide how much he is prepared to 
contribute to family comfort and how 
he will make the contribution, by buying 
fuel direct or from the power station or 
gas works. Whatever the plan or system, 
full use depends on warmth and 
warmth’ costs money, plus time, 
thought and patience. 

The position of the fire is important. 
Obviously the centre of the plan is the 
best place, but this brings the fires into 
close relation with doors. However, with 
well-designed warming facilities * there 
should be freedom to sit where one likes 
without worrying about draughts or 
doors. Sliding doors may be used more 
as they can be left open without taking 


up valuable space; this is important where 
there are children. 


Facilities for Work and Living 

Improving standards of hygiene have 
made the inside bathroom and w.c., the 
kitchen sink and hot water supply 
essentials in all modern homes; general 
experience of these one time ‘ luxuries’ 
Is NOW generating fresh demands which 
designers cannot ignore. While there is 
much to be said for a second bathroom 
and cloakroom, one item of plumbing 
which calls most loudly for improvement 
is the kitchen sink. All sinks should have 
two adequate bowls with swivel mixer 
taps mounted between. To the right of 
the sink a drainer, to the left a work top 
for stacking the dirty pots. Over the 


drainer a well designed open wire rack, 
taking plates and saucers on edge and 
single lines of cups upside down, each 
layer of crockery separated from the one 
below by a sliding tray to catch the drips. 

Since most people prefer living at two 


levels the stairs are a key factor in the 
plan. Positioning the stair head is com- 
paratively easy—it should be placed 
centrally with bedrooms and bathrooms 
grouped round the smallest practicable 
space, but the position of the stair foot 
arouses endless controversy. For con- 
venience, it should be as near the middle 
of the plan as possible, as the housewife’s 
movements follow two main circuits; the 
kitchen circuit concerned mainly with 
food preparation, the serving of meals 
and washing up, and the house circuit 
which embraces cleaning, looking after 
the fire, and working upstairs. 


It has been estimated that a complete 
inner circuit, which we have called the 
‘ Piccadilly Circus’ principle would cut 
down movements for the housewife by as 
much as 50 per cent. This implies a cen- 
tral position for the stair foot which is a 
departure from tradition; most house 
plans place the foot of the stair near the 
front door, though for no very obvious 
reason. There are good reasons for cut- 
ting off the foot of the stair from the 
living area of a house, for this affects the 
problem of noise up to the children’s 
bedrooms, and down from the bath- 
rooms; while unless warming is really 
adequate there is also the spread of cold 
air, but none of these problems should 
be beyond solution. 


Increasing Usable Space 


Storage is essentially a 3D matter, and 
shelf spacing and cupboard design should 
do much to increase usable space. Such 
details as adjustable shelf supports, 
shelves that slide out like trays where 
cupboards must be deep; storage of 
plates, saucers and flat articles on edge 
rather than flat; the division of drawers 
into compartments for different articles ; 
and many other practical developments 
can do much in this connection. 

After volume comes accessibility; stor- 
age provisions are often too high or too 
low; storage for articles in constant use 
should be provided between 2 ft. and 6 ft. 
above floor level; the diminishing height 
under the stairs should be used for stor- 
age of children’s toys, and hat and coat 
hooks at low level would make life 
sweeter for both housewife and children. 

For cycles, garden tools and workshop, 
separate space closely attached to the 
house may be provided, but if housing 
layouts are to be freed from the noise, 
fumes and danger of cars, garages are 
better planned in small groups as part of 
the larger scale layout. 

Finally, there should be more time and 
motion studies aimed at cutting down the 
frequency and duration of household 
chores so as to provide greater margin 
for gracious living. 

The type of research referred to in 
this paper helps to expose and set all in 
their true values the problems involved, 
thus leading to better designs, and it is 
reasonable to hope it will lead the public 
to a better appreciation of the value of a 
well designed home against almost any 
other attraction. In a prosperous Britain 
of which we may hold _ reasonable 
expectations, it may be said we shall get 
the homes we deserve. Scientific research 
can do much to raise our standard of 
deserving. 
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Electricity on Housing 
Estates, Appliances and 
Installation 


NEW WORKING FORMULA 
RECOMMENDED 


FRovaxe authorities throughout the 
country are being recommended by 
the Association of Municipal Corporations 
to adopt ‘in all normal cases’ a new work- 
ing formula agreed between representatives 
of housing authorities, the Central Electricity 
Board and the area electricity boards for the 
supplies of electricity to housing estates. 

This formula lays down a minimum stand- 
ard for electric lighting and power points. 
It specifies one lighting and one power point 
(but preferably two) in the living-room, one 
lighting and one power point in the dining- 
room, and one lighting and one power point 
in the kitchen, together with one cooker . 
circuit. 

On the landing, the formula states, there 
should be one lighting point and one power 
point which could be an alternative to a 
power point in the third bedroom. 

In the bedrooms, the formula says that 
the first and second should have one lighting 
and one power point each and that the third 
should have one lighting point and one 
power point alternative to one power point 
on the landing. Both hall and bathroom 
are to have one lighting point each and the 
same applies to the WC if separate. 

Referring to the airing cupboard, the 
formula states that wiring and power point 
for thermal storage water heater should be 
provided together with a metal boss on the 
water tank to enable an electric immersion 
heater to be readily fitted. The washhouse 
is to have a lighting and a power point. 

A note to the formula states that power 
point will be interpreted as a power point 
with a minimum capacity of 13 amperes. 

The formula lays it down that the elec- 
tricity boards will not, except in cases of 
abnormal cost or difficulty, charge a contri- 
bution towards the capital cost of taking a 
supply of electricity to a housing estate 
(other than the cost of service lines and con- 
nection) if the housing authority provides 
the minimum standard of wiring as speci- 
fied in the document and gives a freedom 
of choice of appliances detailed. 

On this question of freedom, the formula 
says there will be complete freedom of 
choice as between electrical appliances and 
others for each tenant and no obstacles 
will be placed in the way of a future tenant 
who wishes to change to electricity from 
another form of fuel. But the local authority 
will be under no obligation to supply elec- 
trical appliances except in cases where they 
are available from a previous change. 


In addition to electric lighting and power 
points, the authority is to provide cooker 
control units for all new tenants who want 
cookers to be installed. If any tenant wishes 
to change from electric cooking, the control 
units will be held in store for installation 
where subsequent tenants wish to change to 
electricity. Where solid fuel heating appli- 
ances are provided or a central heating 
system for a number of flats or houses is 
installed, any supplementary electric heat- 
ing appliances, if required, will be provided 
by the tenant.

EAST AFRICAN 
CONSTRUCTION 


High Commission’s New 
Building 


ON a hill site 200 feet above the city of 

Nairobi, new headquarters for the East 
Africa High Commission are being built 
at a cost of £450,000. A neo-traditional 
building has been designed by the architects, 
Jackson and Hill, Nairobi, and is being 
executed by the main contractors, Mowlem 
Construction Co. (the East African branch 
of Mowlem’s, London) in a reinforced con- 
crete frame, with grey local stone and arti- 
ficial stone facings. Armstrong and Duncan 
were the quantity surveyors. 

The building has a five-storey centre block 
including basement, and four floors in the 
centre, and two three-floor wings, on a five- 
acre site, and will give some 187,000 feet 
of floor space for offices, committee rooms, 
stores and canteen. 

The contractors decided that the job was 
large enough to justify installing mono-rail 
equipment for moving and placing concrete, 
the first time this method has been used in 
East Africa. 

A new headquarters costing £63,000 is 
being built for the East African Research 
Organisation in Nairobi and it is expected 
that it will be completed this year. The 


HQ will give some 25,000 square feet of | 
working space in framed and stone buildings. — 


Besides a two-storey office block there will 
be an instrument room, a ceramics labora- 
tory, a pilot laboratory and workshops.

INDIA.—The Government is considering 
a proposal for setting up a dried skimmed- 
milk plant in Poona.... Short-term 
measures are being taken, it is reported, to 
increase capacity of major ports, particularly 
Bombay and Calcutta. 


MALAYA.—The Federal Government has 
asked the Public Works Department to 
undertake £12m. worth of construction 
development. Some of the main projects 
include £1m. for police housing and build- 
ing. nearly £800,000 for general housing of 
Government officers and lower-paid workers, 
over £200,000 for Customs. and Excise, 
£400.000 for medical and health, £300,000 
for Government offices and nearly £3m. for 
expansion of educational facilities. Improve- 
ments are also planned for several army 
camps in the Federation. About £14m. has 
also been allocated for improvements to the 
country’s main trunk road system. 

A 230-acre site on the northern outskirts 
of Kuala Lumpur has been reserved for 
Malaya’s diplomatic enclave. The Federal 
Government plans to make a survey of the 
area in co-operation with the Selangor 
Government, the Kuala Lumpur Munici- 
pality and the Federal town planners. .. . 
A housing project which will cost £400,000 
is planned for the outskirts of Ipoh. The 
houses will include bungalows, semi-detached 
bungalows and terrace houses with a price 
range from £1,200 to £3,000. 


The Federation Armed Forces Council, 
planning the future armed strength of the 
country, has decided to build a new military 
college at a cost of £800,000, to supplement 
the present one at Port Dickson. The plan 
has to be approved by the Federal Execu- 
tive Council. ... New telephone exchanges 
have been planned for Klang and Port 
Swettenham in the Federation of Malaya, 
costing about £150,000. Plans are under 
consideration to build a new general post 
office in Kuala Lumpur at a cost of £350,000. 

Caltex (Asia), Ltd., have announced 
plans for the construction of a £500,000 
terminal at Tanjong Penuru, eight miles west 
of Keppel Harbour in Singapore Island. At 
present hydrographic surveys are being car- 
tied out by the Marine Division of the 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry. 

It is reported that tenders for the con- 
struction of two tidal gates costing about 
£150,000 to prevent flooding in the Geylang 
area of Singapore will be called for shortly. 
A larger scheme to build culverts draining 
some three thousand acres of land will be 
undertaken when the gates have been com- 
pleted. . .. A new crematorium is to be built 
In Singapore at a cost of £40,000.... Plans 
for a four-storey terminal building at Singa- 
pore Airport are now complete. Tenders 
will be invited before the end of the year, 
and it is hoped that the building can be in 
Operation by 1958. The building is expected 
to cost about £800,000... . The Singapore 
City Council has approved the building of a 
hew power station in the colony at an esti- 
mated cost of £6m. and recommended that 
the Project should receive the highest 
Priority. The plan will now go to the Minis- 
tty of Local Government for approval. The 
location of the new Station, originally sug- 


gested at Pasir Panjang, will be decided by 
the Government. 


PERSIAN GULF STATES.—lt is hoped 
to make an early start on the electricity and 
water schemes in Kuwait. These are as 
follows: power station ‘B’ phase 2, civil
